Forty-Eight Inquests Held by the Coro- 
ner During the Day. 


COFFINS, CREPE AND HEARSES 


On Every Side the Presence of Death 
‘Is Plain. 


OVER FIFTEEN: HUNDRED ARE INJURED 


Hospitals as Well as Morgues Crowd- 
ed—The Property Estimated from 
Fourteen to Fifteen Millions. 


St. Louis, May 28.—The history of the 
Btorm’s movement last night is quickly 
told. 

The day was an oppressive one in. the 
city. There had been no wind, and the 
people suffered from the heat. About 4 
o’clock in the afternoon the entire western 
horizon was banked with clouds. These 
were piled one upon the other, with curling 
edges, yellow in tinge. 

A light wind sprang up and a sudden 
darkness came upon the city. This dark- 
Mess increased until the storm broke. 

It gave the first alarm to the thousands 
of people in the streets, at the pleasure 
parks, in the light craft on the Mississippi 
or at work in the great mercantile estab- 
lishments. 

There seemed fo be three separato--cy- 
clones. They came from the northwest, 
the west and the southwest. When they 
reached the Mississippi river the became 
one. It was a quarter to 5 o’clock when 
the storm broke. Its descent was so sud- 
den that the fleeing women and! -Shildren 
Were caught in the streets and hurled to 
destruction or buried under falling walls. 

From the Clouds Came Funnels. 

Before the mass of clouds in the west, 


hanging over the villages of Clayton, Fern 
Ridge, Eden and Central gave vent to their 
frightful contents, funnels shot out from 
them. Some of these seemed to be pro- 
jected into the ‘air; others leaped to the 
earth, twisting and turning. Lightning 
played about them, and there was a mar- 
velous electrical display. “Then came the 
outburst. Three of the funnels approached 
St. Louis with a wind that was traveling 
at the rate of eighty miles an hour. 

So destructive was the cyclone, and so 
irresistible and so much greater in magni- 
tude than- any the country has ever pre- 
viously known of, that some of the stanch- 
est business blocks went down before it. 
Iron beams were torn from their fastenings 
and carried blocks away, as if they were 
feathers. Roofs, braced and held to their 
positions by every device known to the 
best builders of any day, were torn off as 
if held only by threads. Telegraph poles 
fell in long rows, not coming down one 
by one, but in groups’of a dozex.ar more 
at a time. 


The east end of the Eads bridge, one of 
the most solid and finest bridges in the 


World, was destroyed. 

The other great bridges spanning the 
Mississippi were all injured. Scores of per- 
sons were drowned, or, after being killed 
On the land, blown fn the water. 


All Was Done Within an Hour. 
Steamers were blown high on the banks. 


Others were turned around. Still others, 
after being torn from their mooings, dis- 
appeared, and. have not been heard from, 
As a rule, the smaller craft were sunk. 
Wot while within the city limits did the 
funnels rise and fall from the ground, 
as is usally the case in cyclones in some 
Places. There was no rebounding. Conse- 
quently, whatever was in the path of the 


wind was either destroyed or badly in-— 


jured. And this destruction was done with- 
in an hour. 

As the storm cut through the railroads 
back of the union station it turned ‘over 
any number of cars and carried off fhe 
Westcorner cf the union depot grain eleva- 
tor. This elevator is'one of the greatest in 
the city, and as the wreck came down it 
crashed through the roofs of half a dozen 
deserted shanties. 

Four-Story Stone Fronts Crumble. 

At about 5 o’clock the wind leveled to 
the ground the four-story stone front build- 
ing at 1,700 South Broadway. At Chouteau 
@venue and Jefferson avenue and the streets 
southeast of them, the scene of destruction 
Was appalling. Many houses were reduced 
to piles of brick and lumber, the fronts 
of others were torn off, and the resulting 


debris joined with the poies rendered the 
Way impassable. 

The extinction of the electric lights ren- 
dered it impossible to reach the injured 
with the ambulance or to convey the killed 
to the morgue. , 

The scene on Grand avenue from the

resembled the thoroughfare of a beseiged 
city after a heavy bombardment by the 
enemy's guns. 

The street was strewn’ from end to end 
with trees, broken branches, broken tele- 
graph, telephone and electric light poles 
that made traffic of every kind both te- 
dious and dangerous in the darkness and 
amid fallen wires, and it was with great 
difficulty that pedestrians made their way 
along the sidewalks, which were .strewn 
with debris of every description. 

The Greene brewery, at Third and Clark 
avenue, was badly wrecked, and_ the 
Scandinavian church on the southwest 
corner of Twenty-third and Clark avenue 
was picked up and turned completely over. 

_ Blowly/the Dead Are Counted. 

A revised list of the dead foots up eighty 
identified/in St. Louis, three unknown dead 
at 1,333 South Seventh street, two unknown 
children picked up in the streets and many 
at the morgue unidentified—the bodies of 
seventeen men and four women. 

“The list of identified is being added - to 
hourly. It is expected that twenty-nine 


employes of the Liggett & Myers tobacco. 


factory are in the ruins of the building. 
Twenty-five employes of the St. Louis 
Wooden Gutter Company are missing and 
are thought to have been killed when the 
building fell and buried them. 

In East St. Louis ¥13 dead have been iden- 
tified. Besides these there remain  unt- 
dentified bodies of thirty-nine men ‘and 
sixteen women. Most of these were work- 
men about the different freight depots. 
Twenty men employed in the Vandalia 
freight depot are missing and are believed 
to have been killed when the building fell. 
A thorough investigation of the destruc- 
tion is being made, and when it is known 


What the death rate has been it will ex-' 


ceed 200. 

Many injured on both sides of the river 
are beyond recovery. 

The list of injured reported numbers 
over 1,500, and a great many were located 
at home and no report made. Two school- 
houses in East St. Louis serve as « tem- 
porary hospitals, while on this side the 
armory does the same service. Every 
private hospital is crowded. | 

Aristocratic Section Demolished 

A district in this city bounded north by 
Chouteau avenue, west by Grand avenue, 
south to the city limits and east to the 
river, is virtually a mass of ruins. Not 
an electric light has burned nor a car run 
in that section, comprising 720 city blocks, 
Since 5:20 o’clock yasterday afternoon. 
Within this territory scarcely a building 
has escaped injury and thousands of them 
are in ruins. On surveying the desolate 


scene one marvels that the deaths are not - 


much greater. Beginning at ‘the western 
boundary of the scene is the handsome 
and exclusive residence section, known as 
Compton Hill,.the home of the fourth 
generation of the early French settlers of 
St. Louis. This aristocratic home place is 
strewn with debris. Juat east lies La- 
fayette park. There the trees, shrubbery, 
fountains and statuary that have been the 
pride of the city were caught by the wind 
and the place is shaven bare as with a 
giant scythe. 

Sixteen Breweries Damaged. 

Farther east.and south to the city limits 
were the homes of thrifty German-Ameri- 
cans who have given a distinct character 
to the district. Tonight thousands of 
them are homeless, many of them lying 
like nomads amid the ruins, or sharing the 
roofs of their hospitable and more for- 
tunate neighbors. Interspersed in this 
latter section and on east to the river 
are mills, breweries and numberless large 
concerns. These were fair targets for the 
It was this class 
of losses that add most to the sweeping 
away of what is conservatively stated to 
be $4,000,000 invested capital. There are 
sixteen breweries within these boundaries, 
worth $4,000,000, and while none are de- 
stroyed, all are damaged. The losses fall 
heaviest on those least able to bear them. 

After the storm had laid its heavy hand 
upon the southern half of the city fire 
came to complete the wreck and destruc- 
tion. ‘Five coiumns of flames shot up, but 
thanks to the deluge of rain the blaze was 
mainly confined to its starting point. In 


| three instances engines were unable to 


get nearer than a block from the fires. 

Unsolicited the work of relief began here 
at once by the whole people. A meeting 
of the citizens was held at noon at the 
Merchants’ exchange. After brief ad- 
dresses by Rev. Dr. W. W. Boyd and 
Mayor C. P. Waldridge contributions 
were asked for. Within forty minutes, or 
as fast as the sums given could be ac- 
knowledged, $14,000 was in the secretary’s 
hands. Contributions continued after ad- 
journment. It is not proposed to go out- 
side the city for aid, though no offerings 
will be refused. President C. H. Spencer, 
of the ‘Merchants’ exchange, was made 
chairman of the cormmittee on distribution 
and set to work at once to place the relief 
money. 

Old Glory Torn in Shreds. 

Every flagstaff on the auditorium build- 
ing, where the republican convention will 
be held, was broken and the pole on which 
the stars and stripes so proudly waved an 
hour before was blown off and the flag rip- 
ped into shreds, The east roof of the build- 
ing was blown off. The flying boards shat- 
tered windows within a radius of 150 feet. 


The plaster on the roof was carried away. 


This caused many holes and crevices, 
through which the water poured and sub- 
merged the floor of the buiiding. There is 
not much left of the roof, and it will have 
to be replastered and repapereu. 

A couple of roof joists went through the 
south wall of the building, tearing in their 
path a space of four by fifteen feet, and 
this was not through windows, but through 
the solid portion of the walls. These por- 
tions of the roof hung threateningly and 
were removed after the storm had abated. 

The stcrm was most destructive in force 
when it crossed Seventh street from the 
east. The eddying currents of. wind again 
and again returned to make the street a 
wilderness. At least forty people were kill-, 
ed along this thoroughfare and the streets 
immediately adjacent. House after house 


was totally demolished, and the wonder ,; 


grows with extended investigation that the 
number of deaths is not far in excess of 
what it now appears to be. — 

Nally’s saloon, at South Seventh street, 
was a total wreck. When it fell, it was full 
of mén who had taken refuge there, and 
from fifteen to twenty were killed. 

One poor fellow has been taken out dead 
and ten others seriously injured. It is 
thought others are still in the brick-choked 
basement and a gang of men is busy dig- 
ging into the debris. The force of the wind 
was so frightful along here that the i-on 
trolley supporting poles of the Southern 
electric line are bent over the ground. They 
did not break, but bent like copper. wire.

At the Vermont marble works, 1125 South 
Seventh street, the wreck was complete. 
Harry Hess, a driver, was buried beneath 
# load of blocks of stone, 

Near here stood a three-story brick sa- 
Yoon and dwelling house of Frederick 
Mockenheimer. It was occupied by twenty 
families, the full number of souls reaching 


at least eighty. When the storm struck it 


it went up like a dry puff ball, burying the 
inmates. No one knows how many dead its 
ruins of brick and mortar conceal. Eleven 
persons have been taken. out dead and more 
than a dozen more or less injured. A com- 
pany of firemen was assigned to the work — 
of rescue. 

Across the street on the southwest cor- 
ner the wreck was as bad, but the uumber 
in the building was not so large. Several 
dead bodies and a half-dozen sorely wound- 
ed have been removed, and others are 
thought to be there, 

The Solard market wag blown to pieces, 
and so it ran along this ill-starred street. 
The anxiety of hundreds was relievei at 
8:30 o’clock this morning when the steamer 
Grand Republic anchored at the foot of 
Olive. street. The big tripple deck passen- 
ger boat left here yesterday afternoon with 
about 500 women and children on: board. It 
was feared she was lost, and her safety 
caused general reFoicing. 

$2,000,000 Lost in East St. Louis. 

The destruction to property in East St. 
Louis is estimated at over $2,000,000. The 
burned district embraced five blocks. 

The telegraph wires are all down and the 
freight trains have all been sidetracked so 
as to minimize the chances for collisions 
and accidents to the passenger trains. 
All the- northbound, westbound and roads 
which can go south by western outlets 
are passing over the Merchants’ bridge, 
which remains practically unharmed. But 
the Louisville and Nashville, Baltimore and 
Ohio, Cairo Short Line, Mobiie and Ohio, 
Illinois Central, Wabash, Eastern Louis- 
ville, Evansville and St. Louis, Big Four 
and all the roads running east or south 
are entirely blockaded. Not only is the 
Eads bridge impassable, but the railroad 
yards in St. Louis and relay depot, the 
whole network of tracks and switches from 
the Mississippi river east, northeast and 
south as far as Pinckeyville is impassable 
for traffic and will probably remain so 
for several days. 

It is reported that over a dozen heavily 
loaded passenger trains coming here from 
the east and south were caught last night 
and this morning in the cyclone and the 
ruin which it caused and are either ditch- 
ed or blocked ten miles out on the prairies 
of Illirois. 

Almost a reign of terror prevails in East 
St. Louis tonight. Save for a tug and a 
few sgowboats placed at the service of 
newspaper men and others whose duties 
called them to the scene, the place has 
been cut off from communication with this 
city since last night, a section of the upper 
or railread portion of the Eads bridge 
having been carried away, while guards 
were stationed at either end to prevent 
pedestrians using the foot bridge. 
Thieves at Work Among the Ruins. 

The thieves and toughs of the city, how- 
ever, re-enforced by scores from the coun- 
try surrounding, started in this afternoon 
to pillage the overturned § trucks in the 
street and freight cars on sidings, which 
were filled with valuable merchandise, gro- 
ceries and provisions. The small police force 
had been detailed to aid the injured and as- 
sist in the task of searching the ruins, and 
realizing that they were powerless to pre- 
serve order or prevent the pillaging, Mayor 
Bader called upon Governor Altgeld for aid. 
He quickly responded. by ordering two 
The first 
company arrived from Belleville at 9 o’clock 
and the second is en route from Greenville 
on a special train and will be on the ground 
at 1 o'clock. 

Governor Altgeld on Hand. 

The governor himself arrived late tonight 
and directed the detailing of the troops 
about the various properties to be pro- 
tected. Prior to his arrival a meeting of 
leading citizens was held in response to a 
call hurriedly issued by ex-Congressman 
W. S. Forman and others, and after a full 
discussion of the situation it was decided 
to issue the following appeal and the 
Southern Associated Press was requested 
to give it circulation: 

“To the People of the United States—The 
city of East St. Louis has been visited by 
one of the most terrible and destructive 
tornadoés in the history of the country. As 
a result of its fearful work at least 200 
lives have been lost, while the number of 
maimed and wounded we are unable as yet 


-to estimate; but it will probably run into 


the thousands. The amount of damage to 
property is very great and it is impossible 
at this time to ascertain, but it is safe to 
say that at least 600 families are rendered 
homeless. A great number of these must 
depend upon charity for shelter. 

While the loss appears to fali upon the 
poorer classes of people almost every citi- 
gen has directly or indirectly suffered 
damage. 

“While we regret exceedingly to call upon 
the country at large in this extremity we 
feel utterly unable to supply the absolute 
necessities of these afflicted people, al- 
though our own citizens are putting forth 
every effort and contributing as liberally, 
and indeed more liberaily, than their means 
allow. We, therefore, appeal to the gen- 
erosity of our sister cities and other com- 
munities for help in this hour of trouble. 
We will be pleased to receive subscriptions 
and assistance in any form which may be 
deemed advisable. The executive committee 
has appointed Paul W. Abt, president of 
the First National bank of this city, treas- 
urer, to whom all contributions can be 
sent. H. F. BADER, Mayor.” 

Train Goes Over the Eads Bridge. 

The roadway of the Eads bridge was 
cleared of wreckage at 11 o’clock tonight, 
and a test engine and car passed over in 
safety. é : 

In addition to the injured in the two 
schoolhouses, there are ninety-four maimed 
women, children and men in St. Mary’s 
hospital. Women and girls from the farms 
of the surrounding country pouged into the 
city in. droves this afternoon and evening 
with bundles of old linen, clothing and. 
other necessaries, and proffered their ser- 
vices as nurses. The good Samaritans were 
needed by the hospital pgople and ‘city 
authorities, and nearly every victim in the 
public or extemporized hospitais has an 
individual attendant tonight. 

The track of the storm across the river 
was practically the same as that of tne 
great storm of August 4, 1378. The trend 
of the main volume of wind -was from |

ssuthwest to northeast, leaving the Mis- 
rouri shore at the center of the southern 
Talf of this city and striking the Illinois 
shore in a path Whose northern edge was 
the Eads bridge, and extending south three- 
fourths of a mile. Within this path were 
moored twenty-five steamers, large and 
small. : 

How Lives Were Lost from Boats. 

The storm fell so suddenly that none of 
the vessels were prepared. In all ten large 
passenger steamers, fiye ferry boats, two 
tranfer boats, two tugboats and. half 
a dozen small pleasure barges were driven. 
to the shore or sunk outright. 

The steamer J. J. O’Dill was loosened 
from its moorings and blown against the 
second pier of the Eads bridge, where it 
sank. Just befor@® the boat struck her 
bo‘lers blew up. Nine of her crew of twelve, 
besides three women passengers and her 
captain, George Townsend, are reported 
missing. 

About the same time the O’Dill struck 
the pier the towboat, Dolphin -No. 2 was 
blown from her whaffboat at the foot of 
Morgan street, dashing her up against the 
first pier. She struck the pier with a force 
that crushed in her starboard side. She 
drifted down the river for about three 


blocks and then sank, only leaving her 


prow above the water, There were eieven 
persons, three of: them women, all of 
whom had jumped from either the steam- 
er Pittsburg or Libbie Conger, who man- 
aged to catch dirftwood, which carried 
them down the rivér to the Pittsburr 
dyke, where they were caught in an eddy 
and+sunk to the bottom. The Bald Eagie 
was blown down the river for a consid- 
erable distance, when the boat was cap- 
sized and went to the bottom. About twen- 
ty persons were on board, but nothing has 
been seen,or heard of them. A great many 
lives were lost by the sinking of barges 
and smaller craft. In most every case 
there were at least ten men on board each 
of them, and In mamy cases several of 
them are still missing. 


Not as Bad as Feared. 

The list of dead so far discovered falls 
below the first estimates, but is long 
enough to be appalling. At 6 o’clock it 
twas estimated 200 were dead and 400 
wounded in Bast St. Louis and that fifty- 
five people are dead in the city of St. 


Louis. 

Reports received up to 10 o’clock show- 
ed forty-four dead in the city. Seventy- 
nine bodies had been identified in East St. 
Louis and twelve unidentified bodies were 


at the nyrorgue. 

Louis Otanad, president of the Otanad 
Furniture Company; John Burgst and 
Gustav Lestner, bookkeepers, were buried 
in the ruins. The latter was  rescuec 
after hours’ of hard work by the police 
and volunteers. He was severely bruised 
and his right arm was broken. The 
others have not been extricated from the 
mountain of debris. 


The Number of Dead, Probably. 

Another tabulation made by The St. Louis 
Chronicle: gives these figures: Identified 
dead in St. Louis, 121; unidentified, 30; in- 
jured, 447. P 

East St. Louis—Idyptified dead, 129; un- 
identificd, 125; injuread 158. The total num- 
ber of families who were without homes 
and rcebped of. all their ‘articles of house- 
hold effects, or which were swept away by 
the storm is variously estimated at from 
500 to 800. It wil be several days before a 
complete and reliable roster can be made.

Convention Would Fail

TO CARRY MUCH OF A CROWD 


As the Old Campaigners Will Stand 
*by Democracy. 


SOME INTERESTING FIGURES ARE GIVEN 


Showing That a Candidate Nominated 
on a Gold Standard Platform Could 
Not Possibly Be Elected. 


Washington, May 28.—(Special.)\—The ad- 
ministration democrats’ plan of walking out 
of the Chicago convention and holding an- 


other convention to nominate. a democrat- 
ic candidate for president, will avail noth- 
ing. | 

These dispatches told of the plan several 
days ago. As outlined by a cabinet officer it 
was that the gold democrats did not intend 
to submit to the adoption of a majority rule 
for the convention. If the silver men 
should control and insist upon changing 
the rules in order that a majority might 
nominate, the gold men would walk out, 
hold another canvention and nominate a 
candidate who they would claim to be the 
regular demfocratic cadidate. 

The plan was to base their act upon the 
ground that a romination by 2 mere major- 
ity, when the party for many years has 
been committed to. the two-thirds rule, 
would be undemocratic.

The River and Harbor Bill. 

Tomorrow is the scheduled day for the 
president to send to congress a veto mes- 
sage of the river and harbor bill. The 
prediction that he will send the message 
to the cabinet in the morning and send it 
to congress in the afternoon is made on 
all: sides tonight. It is further said he 
will severely criticise congress for its non- 
action on financial and revenue bills and 
he will reassert his intention to issue bonds 
when necessary. The message may lead 
to much debate, but no one doubts that 
congress will pass the river and harbor 
bill over the veto, however strongly it may 


be worded. 

The bill is nearly four times as large 
as any ever before passed by a congress. 
It appropriates, all told, seventy-six million 
dollars, but all of it is not to be paid out 
at once. The bill provides for many larger 
contracts, Savannah and Brunswick being 
among them. 

As soon as the two houses act upon the 
expected veto an adjournment will proba- 
bly be adopted. The 8th of June is the day 
generally agreed upon. 

That being the case, opponents of the 
bond bill in the senate are prepared to talk 
upon both that and the filled cheese bill 
up to the day of adjournment, preventing 
the passage of either. There is suca a de- 
sire on the part of senators and members 
to get to their homes in the campaign 
that nothing but the urgent matters could 
keep congress in session. E. W. B.

THE ANTI-BOND BILL 


WILL PROBABLY PASS 


SENATOR DANIEL TELLS WHY 
HE WANTS FREE COINAGE. 


Indications Are That the Bill Will Be 
Adopted by a Vote of 
47 to 41. 


Washington, May 28.—The free alcohol 
rapeal bill was received from the house 
and referred to the finance committee, Mr. 
Harris stating that he would ask the 
senate to take it up as soon as the con- 
ference on the Indian appropriation bill 
was disposed of, the committee having 
considered the alcohol bill in advance. 


propriation bill was then taken up. It met 
determined resistance on account of an 
amendment contained in it, and which had 
no basis in the bill as passed, providing 
for extending the rights and duties of 
citizenship to the Indians of the five civ- 
ilized tribes. The matter went over with- 
out action at 2 o’clock, when the consider- 
ation of the bill to prohibit the issuance 


was taken up. 

The prohibitory bond bill was then taken 
up and Mr. Danfél continued the speech 
begun by him yesterday in advocacy of it. 
Mr. Daniel’s speech was chiefly a review 
of the financial question and an attempt to 
prove that the lorg-prevailing business de- 
pression was the result of the monetary 
conditions in the United States. 

It was pointed out to him by Mr. Gray, 
of Delaware, that Great Britain had been 
enjoying a high degree. of prosperity un- 
der the single gold standard and Senator 
Daniel was challenged to explain that in- 
consistency. 

The explanation given by him was that 
Great Britain was availing herself of fhe 


States and to make large profits. And he 

added (with applause from the galleries): 
“T am an American, and that is the rea- 

son why I am in favor of the double stan- 


dard.” 
Mr. Daniel spoke for an hour and three- 


quarters, closing his speech with this 
eu:phatic declaration: 

“Wihatever may betide, I take my place 
in the ranks of the plafn masses of the 
American people who appreciate their in- 
stitutions and intend to defend them at 


whatever eost.”’ 

Mr. Peffer advocated the bill as some- 
thing that was necessary to tie the hands 
of the president, who, he said, was guilty 
of usurpation of authority as to make him 
a: 1enable to impeachment. He declared if 
that usurpation were’ not stopped and if 
the gold policy were persisted in the pres- 
ident would be driven to repudiation. rhe 
object of the bill was to prevent that by 
taking the power of issuing bonds from the 
president.

The senate then, at 6:10 o’clock, ad- 
journed until tomorrow. 

Those who have been clinging to the 
hope that the debate on the anti-bond Dill, 
now before the senate, would cause a 
change in the opinions of certain senators, 
have abandoned hope and now say that 
the proposed measure will pass. A canvass 
has been made of the senate, and it is be- 
lieved that the anti-bond proposition will 
carry in the proportion of 47 to 41 on a 
total vote. | 

It is thought that an agreement can be 
reacted tomorrow or Monday next, when 
the final vote will be taken. 


HARDIN AT LEXINGTON.

He Showed Carlisle Up in His True 
Light. 

Lexington, Ky., May 28.—(Special.)—The 
storm center of the free coinage cyciqnes 
which have swept over the state during 
the past week destroying the air castles of 
the goldbugs was at Lexington today. 

Senator Blackburn, the leader of the free 
coinage men, as well as the idol of Ken- 
tucky, was here directing the movements 
of the cyclone. His chief lieutenant, Gen- 
eral Watt Hardin, rushed in from the 
southwest tonight and in a two hours’ 
speech at the courthouse, beginning at 8 
o’clock, swept every vestige of the gold 
structures from Lexington and Fayette 


county. 

The house was packed to suffocation and 
the speaker appeared at his best. Con- 
trary to the predictions of the gold men, 
he abused nobody. He showed not only 
what Secretary Carlisle thought of the de- 
monetization of silver in 1878, but quoted 
from his Covington speech of this year to 
show that Carlisle still held to the funda- 
mental principles which underlie the_ sil- 
ver movement. He said that while Mr. 
Carlisle clothed his views in different lan- 
guage, the same thought was brought out 
as in his speech of 1878. 

This afternoon at 2 o’clock General Simon 
Bolivar Buckner, :ex-governor, made a 
gold standard speech in the auditorium to 
not over one hundred and fifty people. He 
created no enthusiasm. 

Josiah Patterson, of Tennessee, spoke 
for the gold standard at Nicholasville and 
would have spoken at Mount Sterling to- 
night had he not regeived a telegram from 
Memphis saying his grandson was dying.

Louisiana’s Ex-Governor Wins a Hot 
Political Fight. 

New Orleans, May 28.—The contest for 
United States senator, one of the hottest 
known in the history of Louisiana, result- 
ed today in the election of ex-Governor 
McEnery, of Baton Rouge, now associate 
justice of the supreme court, on the first 
ballot. Denegre, the citizens’ league can- 
didate, was his opponent. Blanchard and 
Price withdrew and threw all their strength 
to the ex-governor, electing him by a 
majority of three votes over Denegre, his 
only opponent. 

Governor McEnery is a native of Ten- 
nessee, but has been a resident of Louis- 
jana since childhood. He commanded a 
company in the confederate army during 

_ the civil war. In 1872 he led the democratic 
movement in north Louisiana. and was 
elected a member of the legislature« In 
1879 he was elected Heutenant governor, as 
a democrat, and in 1881 succeeded to the 
governorship on the “death of Governor 
Wiltz. In 188 he was elected governor, 
serving until 1888; then he was appointed a 
justice of the state supreme court. In 1892 
he was again nominated for governor, but 
was defeated by M. J. Foster, the anti- 
lottery candidate. He is still a member 
of the supreme court, and will serve in 
it until he takes his seat as senator.

PENNSYLVANIA HAS A BLOW.

Purchase of Valuable Property in 
Montgomery, Etc. 

‘Montgomery, Ala., May %2.—(Special.)— 
Griel Bros., a large wholesale grocery firm 
here, today purchased the fine property 
known as the union warehouse for $37,000 
cash.

“Resolved, That we favor the legal pro- 
hibition by state and national legislation of

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A LADY ASSAULTED 


By a Burly Negro Man Near Columbus 
Yesterday. 


THE BRUTE WAS CAPTURED 


And After Being Identified by Mrs. 
Bryan, Was Lodged in the Mus- 
cogee County Jail. 


> 


Columbus, Ga., May 2.—(Special.)-—At 
Clapp’s factory, four miles above the city, 
an assault was committed on Mrs. Howard 
Bryan this morning by a negro fiend, 

This place was quite a town many years 
ago when the factory, which is now closed, 
was in operation, but now only a few of 
the cottages are inhabited. Early this 
morning Mr. Bryan, the husband, who is a 
young farmer, came to the city and in his 
absence a big negro ‘stole into his house 
and asasulted his young wife. 

The lady was engaged in her home duties. 
The negro was an unusually large black 
one of powerful build. Mrs. Bryan at- 
tempted to get a pistol near her, but the 
negro prevented her from doing so. As the 
black brute was hastily leaving the place 
the lady, who still retained her presence of 
mind, secured the pistol and fired two 
shots at him. Whether the negro was 
struck she was unable to say. 

Mrs. Bryan succeeded in notifying some 
of the neighbors of What had happened and 
sent a boy for her husband, who soon ar- 
rived, being en route home from the city. 

The entire community was aroused to 2 

high pitch of indignation and searching 
parties scoured the surrounding country 
hunting for the villain. Among the armed 
searchers were several negroes, who were 
as deeply stirred over the affair as the 
whites. 

The agonized husband, after hearing from 
his wife’s own lips the story of the assault, 
came to the city, securéd a winchester ri- 
fle-and started out in search of the brute. 
Sheriff Bowles and a posse also went out to 


capture, if possible, the perpetrator of the 


deed. Mrs. Bryan is but eighteen years of 
age, and quite an attractive and intelligent 
lady. She was married when she was only 
fourteen years old. They have one child. 

What added to the biackness of the crime 
was that the lady was in a delicate condi- 
tion at the time. 

Early this morning, about the time of the 
assault, a Columbus negro named Jesse 
Slayton, who was employed about two miles 
from Clapp’s factory, was seen near the 
Bryan residence by an acquaintance who 
asked why he was loafing about the place. 
He replied that he was waiting for some 
friends. This circumstance and the fact 
that Slayton’s appearance corresponded 
with the negro’s who committed the deed, 
aroused suspicion and the search Was ac- 
cordingly directed largely for him. 

Slayton was found this afternoon in the 
city in hiding near his home by two offi- 
cers, who hurried him at once to the po- 
lice station and thence to the county jail. 

Slayton denies his guilt, but Mrs. Bryan 
was brought to the city this afternoon and 
carried to’ the jail, and after taking a 
good look at him positively identified him as 
the negro, wanted. 

She was the coolest one of the party that 
visited his cell.

HAS BEEN ABANDONED. 


DEPRESSED CONDITION OF BUS- 
INESS CAUSED 1T. 


The Advisory Board Met in Au- 
gusta Yesterday and De- 
cided To Quit.

Augusta, Ga., May 2.—The proposed 
Southern States exposition is abandoned 
because the south did not respond in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the agreement 
entered into at Chicago—that the States 
should be represented. : 

South Carolina, Georgia and Alabaia 
would have been ready in time; Maryland 
applied for space, 
‘sane Southern railway, 
Ohio and other roads ha 
space. These roads would have secured ex- 
hibits from half a dozen more staves, but 
this would not have been in compliance 
with the agreement. 

The depressed condition of business ren- 
dered it impossible to secure favorable ac- 
tion in the Virginias, North Carolina, Fler- 
ida, Mississippi and other states. 

Under the circumstances the southern ad- 
visory board, which met in this city, de- 
clared the exposition off. The chairman 
was authorized to make the following an- 
nouncement which will be received with 
regret by the friends of southern devel- 
opment, who appreciate the generous offer 
made by Chicago, and who believe in culti- 
vating trade relations between the citizens 
of the south and the northwest: 

“The advisory board of the Southern 
States Exposition Company met in Au- 
gusta this morning and declared the pro- 
posed exposition oft for the reason that a 
sufficient number of states had not respond- 
ed: in accordance with the agreement en- 
tered into in Chicago in February list. This 
is to be regretted because of the liberal 
offer made by Chicago and the great op- 
portunity which the exposition would pre- 
sent to advertise the south. The advisory 
board feels that the provisional committee 
of Chicago has complied with its agreement 
and expresses the earnest nope that a 
southern exposition will be held in that 
city in the not distant future. Kespectful-

The sentiment survives that the Southern 
exposition at Chicago is deferred, but not 
abandoned. 

Under favorable conditions the south will 
be glad to accept a similar proposition from 
the public-spirited citizens of Chicago, and 
be able to carry through successfully a 
Southern States exposition at the metropo- 
lis of the great northwest.

At the Trial of Warren Criswell at 
Jeffersonville

Charging That the Southern Railroad 
Bribed Criswell. 


TO CONFESS THAT HE AND SHAW DID IT 


Witnesses Testify That They Heard 
Criswell’s Confession at the Hotel. 
The Trial Nearly at an End. 


Jeffersonville, Ga., May 28.—(Special.)— 
The trial of Criswell is drawing to a close; 
the evidence is nearly all in, and by to- 
morrow night the case will probably be 
in the hands of the jury. 

Tom Shaw’s trial is almost sure to go 
over, but whether there will be a special 
term or not to try him is not now known, 
All the juries were discharged today ex- 
cept the tweve men who have the case 
before them. Early tomorrow the speak- 
ing will begin, and will occupy most of 
the day. 

W. J. Mullis, state’s witness, testified that 
he heard Criswell, make his confession in 
the parlor of the Cochran hotel. Criswell 
said he and Shaw went hunting. He had 
Occasion to step to one side and leaned his 
fun against a tree. When he. returned 
Shaw refused to give it to him, and said 
he was going to wreck a train, and forced 
Criswell, under cover of the gun, to help 
him. Criswell drew the spikes from the 
rail and Shaw took out the bolts from the 
angle bars with a wrench. Found the tools 
near an old poplar that stood not far from 
the trestle. Heard the crash made by the 
train when it plunged into the creek. Shaw 
said, referring to his wife: 

“Goodby; you once tried to swear my 
life away, and now by God, I reckon I 
heave got you.” 

‘You've got the old man, too,’’ remarked 
Criswell, referring to Shaw’s father. 

“No,” said Shaw, “he got off at the 
river bridge.’’ 

J. J. Taylor, who also heard‘’the conver- 
sation at the same time, confirmed the 
preceding testimony. 

W. G. Hunt, sheriff of Pulaski county, 
heard Criswell confess while in the Haw- 
kinsville jail. In answer to the qi@stion 
as to what led up to the confession, said 
he asked Criswell if Judge Smith was on 
the wrecked train. Hie was uneasy about 
the judge, because he knew he had gone 
‘up the road a short while previous to the 
wreck. This conversation occurred eight 
or ten days after the wreck, but Mr. Hunt 
had been absent during that time feeling 
of the people, as he was a candidate. 

Mr. Hunt stated later that Crfswell did 
not confess to him until he told him he 
did not believe he would be hanged if he 
confessed, thus holding out the hope of 
reward, or rather mitigation of punish- 
men*. 

This witness, like 
state’s witnesses, had free 
to court furnished by. the 
road. 

P. H. Solomon corroborated the above 
witnesses. Shaw threw up his hand when 
the train crashed into the creek and said 
of his wife: 

“Goodby, G—d d—n you; you tried to swear 
my life away, and now I’ve got yours.”’ 

All these, witnesses testified that Cris- 
well’s confession was freely and volun-

Bridgemakers on the Stand.

Did 
not believe the structure safe or sufficient 
to hold up the weight of a locomotive 
weighing 180,000 pounds, Some of the bents 
only had a heart in them about the size 
of a man’s arm. Had one and a half 
vear’s experience in railroading and bridge 
building. The trestle was torn up from 
where the rail was said to have been re- 
moved nearly the entire distance to the 
south end; many of the bents wer down. 
Was at the scene the day after the wreck.

Frank Phillips also had worked on 
bridges.

AN ESCORT FOR RYDER. 


Rumor That the Macon Hussars Were 
To Accompany the Prisoner. 
Columbus, Ga., May 28.—(Special.)—An in- 
teresting rumor concerning the trial of 
the Ryder case at Talbotion, which was 

postponed, is afloat here. 

It is understood that*Governor Atkinson 
granted an order for the Macon HuSsars, 
one of the military companies of the Cen- 
tral City, to escort Dr. Ryder to Talbotton, 
Where his trial was to take place, when 
it became necessary to carry the defendant 
there. It is also rumored that this order 
was carried to Macon and delivered to 
Captain Bell, of the Hussars, by Colonel 
Jesse J. Bull, of Talbotton, who is one of 
the defendant’s attorneys. This rumor has 
never been officially confirmed. It is 
known, however, that Colonel Bull was in 
Macon when the order was given to Cap- 
tain Bell, and it is thought that the two 
had a conference during the day ferNthe 
matter. 

This being the case, if Dr. Ryder had 
not been ill, the Hussars would have ac- 
companied him to Talbotton, guarding 
against any deronstration that might have 
been attempted. 

Solicitor General S. P. Gilbert was seen 
today about the matter, and said: 

“If such an order was granted—that the 
Hussars escort Dr. Ryder to Talbotton—I 
was not informed of it during the proceed- 
ings of the court at Talbotton. In fact, I 
did not hear of it until I came back home 
when it came to me in an indirect way. é 
have never been officially notified of the 
granting of the order. I saw no necessity 
for the turning out of the military on the 
occasion—in fact, it tended more to do 
harm than good. In the Delk case it was 
not necessary to invoke the aid of the 
military: civil officers went to Atlanta and 
carried Delk safely to Pike cgunty, where 
he is now safe. There was no disposition 
there to interfere with the court at all. 
The people were perfectly willing that the 
matter should be settled by legal proceed- 
ings. And the communities in which the 
respective crimes took pace were equally 
aroused. As I said before, the prosecution 
was not

PRESBYTERIANS’ WORK. 


The Assembly at Memphis Held a 
Heated Session Yesterday. 
Memphis, Tenn., May 28.—The Southern 
Presbyterian assembly held a heated ses- 

sion this morning. 

Rev. Dr. Praig, of Tuscaloosa, Ala., 
made a strong effort to have the executive 
committee of colored evangelization abol- 
ished and the work placed in the hands of 
the secretary of home missions. He said 
that when it was under Dr. Craig, there 
was a steady increase in the receipts, but 
under Dr. Phillips, the present secretary, 
there had been a great decrease during the 
last years, while the expenses bear a 
larg-r proportion to the receipts than any 
other branch of the work. The expenses 
of the foreign mission office were 6 8-10 
per cent and of the home mission office 
9 per cent of the receipts, while the col- 
ored evangelistic work absorbed -30 per 
cent of the receipts. “One hundred and 
thirty-six dollars goes to the secretary for 
salary and expenses for every $100 divided 
among the forty or forty-five colored 
preachers.’’ 

He said there would be a saving to the 
church of $2,400 per annum if his substi- 
tute prevailed. He gave facts and figures 
for all his statements. Drs. Hemphill and 
James I. Vance attempted to silence Dr. 
Praig by filibustering tactics, but by a 
two-thirds vote he was permitted to pro- 
ceed. His substitute was lost by a large 
majority. The committee and secretary 
were re-elected. 

Prayer was, offered by the moderator 
at the opening of the session by order of 
the assembly for stricken St. Louis. A pro- 
test signed by thirty-four comm£ssioners

“2..That it is inexpedient; providing a 
constant menace to our peace, likelihood of 
frequent embarrassment and expense in 
defending suits at law liable to arise finder 
the peculiar nature of the contract and in 
jeopardizing the interests of the home and 
school before the church and the world. 

“3. That it will be a source of grief and 
regret to a large constituency in our church, 
furnish occasion to our enemies to taunt 
us with inconsistency and thus affix a 
stigma upon the fair name of the bride of 
Christ, whose reputation no less than char- 
acter should be ‘without spot or wrinkle or 
any such thing.’ ’”’ |

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A Simple Scheme. 

Not so long ago The Evening Post, of 
New York, armed with a short-handled 
pick and a long-handled shovel, was en- 
gaged in the arduous duty of burying 
the “silver craze.” Now it is engaged in 
the equally arduous duty of explaining 
to its weeping readers how a minority of 
Yold men in the Chicago convention will 
be able to control*and oust the demo- 
cratic majority. 

Like the death and burial of the “silver 
craze,”’ it is as easy as falling off a log. 
Just fix things so that a majority will be 
unable to rule, and there you are as right 
and tight as can be. 

It is true this wonderful scheme of 
The Post was invented in Washington, 
probably by one of those ingenious cab- 
inet officers who stand on the street 
corners to be interviewed by the passing 
throng of pewspaper reporters. The 
Post is still able to maintain a corre- 
spondent at the capital, and to him is 
due the enterprise of forwarding to New 
Yorigyby pony express the plan by which 
a minority of the national democratic 
‘convention will be abie to control the 
majority. But the editor of The Post 
seized and appropriated it as his very 
own the moment he laid eyes on it. 

What is this plan? It is perfectly sim- 
ple. All the minority will have to do, 
according to The Post, is to utilize the 
two-thirds rule. This rule, it says, gives 
the. minority a practical veto on the ac- 
tion of the majority. A majority can 
make a platform to suit themselves, but 
The Post is of the opinion that a party 
with a platform but without a candidate 
would cut a somewhat ridiculous figure. 

The Post’s belief is elastic enough to 
permit it to be stretched to the point of 
supposing that the gold men will have 
at least a third of the delegates to the 
national democratic convention, and it 
even tries to console itself with the hope 
that the gold men will have a majority; 
but it contends that the situation is such 
that the gold standard men “cannot 
yieffl under any circumstances, not even 
if they have to remain in the convention 
casting their votes until the day of elec- 
tion.” 

What would be the result of this un- 
yielding attitude of the gold standard 
men? The Post, prepared for any 
emergency, declares that either the two- 
thirds rule must be repealed, or the con- 
vention must yield tq the minority. That 
is the plan of The New York Evening 
Post for nominating a gold standard 
candidate, and it is about the simplest 
we have yet seen suggested. 

It seems to fill the whole bill, too; for, 
_ anticipating the suggestion that the ma- 
jority-may be induced in defense of its 
rights to abrogate the two-thirds rule, 
the editor says that invthat event, the 
minority, beaten and defeated, “‘will de- 
clare that a fundamental principle of the 
‘ party organization is broken, and will 
walk out and nominate a ticket and 
adopt a platform of their own.” 

This is so shrewd, so perfectly cun- 
ning, that we wonder how the editor of 
The Evening Post, who is a statesman 
and a controller of statesmen, can bring 
himself to indorse it. The reason we 
Say that the editor is a statesman is be- 
cause he ups and dechires that the two- 
thirds rule is “a fundamental principle.” 
We are sure that nobody but a newspa- 
per statesman could be induced to eom- 
mit himself to the proposition that the 
two-thirds rule is “a fundamental prin- 
ciple,” and thus lay himself liable to be 
jeered at by the motley throng. 

It is, indeed, a fundamental principle 
of democracy that the majority shall 
rule. The two-thirds rule is the inven- 
tion of politicians who had _ various 
schemes to carry out. Whether these 
schemes were praiseworthy or the re- 
_ verse has nothing to do with the matter 
whatever. They were schemes after all. 

The point we insist on is worthy the 

attention even of the newspaper states- 
man of The Evening Post. It is this: 
No rule can be a fundamental principle. 
The two-thirds rule was not invented 
for the destruction of the democratic 
party and it will not for a moment be 
permitted to contribute to that end. 

There is another thing The Evening 
. Post may as well understand now as 

later. In this year of 1896, the majority

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The England of the Pacific. 

The Chicago Times-Herald, in speak- 
ing of the rapid progress which Japan 
has made within the last few years, 
designates that island as the England of 
the Pacific ocean, 

This is a most felicitous comparison. 
Japan has made rapid strides of late, 
especially in a commercial and material 
sense. Occupying a small island, only 
a few miles <listant from the coast of 
Asia, there is much in this geographical 
isolation, as well as in the business tact 
and enterprise of the people, which gives 
peculiar force to this comparison. 

Nor should England be offended by 
the knowledge that certain points of re- 
seipblance exist between herself and 
Japan: There is much to admire in the 
sturdy independence of this progressive 
little island. Within the last few years 
she has forced her way to the front and 
riseu to a high place in the world’s es- 
teem. The civilization of the Japs is 
more chsely allied to that of Kurope 
and America than it is to the oriental 
superstition which has been for centuries 
the curse of Asia. In polite customs the 
people of this little Asiatic kingdom are 
far superior to the Russians and vie 
evens with the courtly manners which 
distinguish the nations of southern 
Europe. 

Prior to the recent war between China 
and Japan the Japs were known to the 
civilized world more by the individual 
peculiarities which they possessed than 
by the traits of character which belonged 
to them as an independent nation. 
Today the Jap is an object of universal 
respect. His courage has been severely 
tried in the erucible of battle, while his 
shrewdness and sagacity have since 
asserted themselves in grappling with 
the enlarged epportunities of peace. 
According to official records the num- 
ber of cotton spindles in Japan for 1891 
was only 370,000. Last year this num- 
ber was increased to 680,000 spindles. 
Mills are now in course of erection 
which will add 400,000 spindles to those 
already enumerated. If the present rate 
of increase continues there will be no 
less than 1,500,000 spindles in Japan 
before another year expires. 

In addition to this rapid growth of cot- 
ton mills Japan has recently acquired an 
extensive trade on account of her petro- 
leum wells, which have developed into 
a most prolific source of national rev- 
enue. P 

The Japs are also deeply interested in 
shipbuilding and every shipyard is a 
seene of active industrial preparations 
for the future, and there is no lack of 
commercial enthusiasm on the part of 
the people. Japan is getting ready to 
surprise the world by the magnitude 
and splendor of her achievements.

Spain on the Brink of Ruin. 

In view of the persistent, yet appa- 
rently futile, efforts which Spain is 
making to subdue the insurrection in 
Cuba much interest attaches to the 
status of the Spanish revenues, 

Between 1885 and 1800 the yearly de- 
ficit in the Spanish treasury averaged 
about $21,000,000, Since that time, how- 
ever, and prior to the outbreak of>the 
Cuban revolution, this deficit had been 
reduced to only $9,000,000, and it looked 
as if Spain would again be able to hold 
her head erect with a ptoud air of sol- 
vency among the rich and prosperous 
nations of Europe. : 

Instead of this, however, the war in 
Cuba has entailed upon the government 
a tremendous debt, which renders her 


condition one of critical embarrassment. 


It is estimated that the entire cost of 
the Cuban revolution, from the Spanish 
side of that conflict, will be no less than 
$82,500,000; or at the rate of $5,500,000 
a nronth. 

In this connection it is curious to note 
that the receipts of the Spanish treas- 
ury have considerably increased but not 
enough to mitigate the burden of this 
enormous debt. This has chiefly come 
about by reason of the payments whieh 
3. large number of Spanish merchants 
have made to obtain relief from military 
duty in Cuba. 

In raising the funds for prosecuting 
the war in Cuba Spain has resorted to 
the coffers of her national bank. known 
as the Bank of Spain. On account of 
the precarious condition of this bank 
there is apt to be a national collapse at 
any time. From last accounts the bank 
had out over $200.000,000 in notes, 
agAinst which it held only $40,000,000 in 
gold and $60,000,000 in silver. Having 
assumed a binding obligation to advance 
all the money requfred for prosecuting 
the war on the island, the bank has no 
choice but to do this and suffer the con- 
sequences. ; 

Spain, therefore, 1s in a critical condi- 
tion. If she succeeds in subduing Cuba 
she may do so at the expense of her na- 


_tienal credit, and if.she stops the war 


in order to maintain her credit she must 
do so at the loss of Cuba.

What Great Enterprises Cost. 

Ever since the movement in favor of 
an underground system of rapid transit 
in New York city was first discussed 
The New York Sun has been uncompro- 
mising in the fight which it has waged 
against that measure. 

For a while it looked as if the measure 
would succeed. The press of the city 
was overwhelmingly in favor of this 
proposed extension, while the measure 
itself was placed in the hands of a com- 
mission, composed of some of the lead- 
ing business men and financiers of the 
metropolis. 

“very one is familiar with the pro- 
gress of the movement. The sole opposi- 
tion which was raised against it came 
from the taxpayers of New York, who 
argued that the cost of the enterprise 
would far exceed the estimate-of the 
contractors. | 

Since the recent defeat of the measure 
before the supreme court of the state 
The New York Sun has been disposed 
to chuckle over*the matter. A recent 
editorial which appeared in that paper 
happily illustrates this humor. but is 
still more interesting on account of the 
collateral information which it contains. 

In congratulating the tax payers of 
New York The Sun starts out with the 
declaration that while it was figured 
that the underground system would cost 
only $50,000,000, as a matter of fact it 
would cost considembly in excess of 
that sum. Supporting this statement 
with a number of citations furnished by 
the cost of similar undertakings The 
Sun argues that the international com- 
mission reported in 1856 that the dig- 
ging of the Suez canal would not exceed 
$40,000,000-in cost. Thirteen years later 
the canal was finished. In summing up 
the result it was found that $94,500,000 
had been expended, to say nothing of 
Kgypt’s gratuitous builling of light- 
houses, dredging of the harbors, advance 
of money without interest and gift of 


_forced labor, equivalent in all to not less 


than $20,000,000, and making the total 
cost of digging the canal somewhere in 
the neighborhood of $114,500,000. 

In providing for the Manchester ship 
canal it was estimated that the cost of 
that enterprise would not exceed $28,- 
750,000. Instead of coming within this 
sum, however, the enormous amount of 
$80,000,000 was expended before the 
canal was finished. \ 

After spending a full year in the col-. 
lection of data on which to make a re- 
port the engineers of the Congo railroad 
figured that the enterprise could be car- 
ried through successfully for $5,000,008.

mates, at the present time, range be- 
tween $12,000,000 and $13,000,000. 

In touching upon the Panama canal 
The Sun observes that the enterprise 
was almost completely swamped on ac- 
count of the underestimate of cost long 
before the pilfering of the funds com- 
pleted the final work of ruin. 2

river, estimated at $4,500,000, cost $16,- 
000,000; the Corinth canal cost $12,000,-

Reumon, cost $13,500,000, instead of $6,- 
800,000; while the Langston railroad, 
which was to open a conquered province 
at a supposed expenditure of. $500,000, 
cost France the enormous sum of $4,367,- 
790 before that enterprise was com- 
pleted. 

But these citations may be exceptional. 
In comparison with other great enter- 
prises which the world has undertaken 
within the last few years the number 
of those which have exceeded the origi- 
nal estimates put upon them is doubtless 
small and, in a relative sense, insig- 
nificant. 

The argument which The Sun makes, 
therefore, is misleading. There is no 
reason why. human judgment ag applied 
to these great enterprises should be so 
defective, especially in view of the prog- 
ress which applied mathematical science 
has made within the last few years. The 
difficulty has been in the lack of thor- 
ough supervision and in the utter want 
of integrity on the part of those who 
have sought to fill their pockets at the 
expense of the public. 

There are many who take the position 
that New York will yet have the under- 
ground system of transportation which 
she has cherished for so many years and 
which alone can solve the problem that 
menaces the fu®re prosperity of Greater 
New York.

They do not believe that they are in 
the least offending him by supporting the 
free coimage of silver. As fast as county 
conventions are heid free silver seems to 
be indorsed without apparent opposition. 
Mr. Brice’s own county declared over- 
whelmingly for silver the other day; in 
the city of Springfield, where Mr. Brice 
controls the revenue office for that dis- 
trict, the democrats, by an overwhelm- 
ing vote, placed themselves on record for: 
free coinage and instructed their Chicago 
delegates accordingly. So far there has 
been an unbroken series of silver victories 
in counties not contiguous to each other 
and located in every quarter of the state. 
The silver craze has become so _ strong 
that even the most prominent gold men 
are going about claiming to be as good 
silver men as are the old-time advocates 
of silver itself. This is accepted by the 
silver men to mean that even the gold 
standard element has concluded that they 
are vastly outnumbered and are declaring 
for silver for the sole purpose of: befuddling 
the popular mind as to their real po 
sition on sfiver. 

It was generally understood during the 
latter part of the week that the friends 
of Senator Brice had held a secret confer- 
ence in this city. Details both as to how 
many were present and who were present 
appear to be wanting, but it was known 
that some very prominent politicians had 
either by design or prearrangement met 
in a quiet hotel in this city. The senator 
seems to be convinced tha: silver men have 
really made great inroads upon the “sound 
money” lines and that if something is 
not done the position of the Ohio democ- 
racy taken last year will be completely 
reversed. A year ago, when the senator 
issued his proclamation against the silver 
men, he had three montbs in which to 
make what proved to be a successful cam- 
paign. The state convention is now less 
than thirty days away, and it seems fhat 
the silver impetus is too great to be 
stopped or diverted by anything that the 
frierds of the senator may do or say. 
Districts that were represented by gold 
men at the Springfield convention have 
‘already selected silver delegates tc i' 
one, and even in Cleveland, where the 
gold men are supposed to be very strong, 
the honors were even, both sides carrying 
ene congressional district. It seems evi- 
dent now, unless there be radical changes, 
that the silver men will bave the same 
preponderance in the state convention this 
year that the gold men had last year.

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TUDGE BECK TELLS 
OF DELKS’ TRIAL 


Replies To Some Severe Charges Which 
Have Been Made. 


TAYLOR DELK IS DOOMED 


The Old Man Sentenced To Hang on 
the Same Scaffold with Tom. 


wow THE TRIAL WAS CONDUCTED 


The Judge Gives a Full Explanation 
of His Attitude—What He 
Has To Say.

The great Delk trial is at an end. 

At 8:15 o’clock last night old Taylor Delk, 
erim, defiant, morose, marched between a 
file of heavily armed men and was placed 
in a cell near his reckless son, in Fulton 
county jail. 

The following dispatch from Zebulon tells 
of Delk’s conviction and sentence: 

Delk’s Trial and Conviction. 

Zebulon, Ga., May 28.—(Special.)—The fol- 
lowing is the verdict in the Taylor Delk 
case: | : 

“We, the jury, find the defendant, Taylor 
Delk, guilty.” 

The sentence of the court is that Taylor 
Delk be hanged from the same _§ scaffold 
with his son. om on Friday, June 198th. A 
motion fomaA new trial, however, has been 
filed and set for hearing at Jackson, Ga., 
on June 2d. 

The Delks have had fair and impartial 
trials. In fact, the court has thrown 
around them every protection and granted 
them every request consistent with the 
ends of justice. The court appointed able 
lawyers to defend them, who did all in their 
power to save the necks of the outlaws. 

Colonel Denson, their employed counsel, 
arrived on the 6 o’clock train yesterday 
evening and made an able and eloquent 
speech today for the defendant. 

Judge Dupree and Hon. John F, Redding 
made telling speeches for the state, Dupree 
opening and Redding closing the argument. 

Solicitor Bloodworth was unexpectedly 
eailed away this morning and did not make 
his speech. 

The jury reached a verdict.in less than 
an hour. 

Delk received his sentence without the 
slightest emotion, and as he bade his wife 
and daughter goodby, he was ‘heard to say 
that he would not hang on the 19th of 
June. 

The motion for a new trial applies also to 
Tom Delk. 

The people of Pike are happy over the re- 
sult of the trial and feel proud that the end 
has been reached and the law vindicated so 
speedily. 

Upon the same train with the prisoner 
and the guards came Judge Marcus W.

‘worth. Aside from the general interest in 
the case the hearing has excited general at- 
tention because of several warm attacks 
which have been made upon the court. It 
was charged that Tom Delk was not given 

_@ fair trial; that his case was railroaded 
through, and various references were made 

‘to the attitude of Judge Beck. 

Judge Beck Talks. 

Upon his arrival last night. Judge Beck 
Was seen. 

He was shown the interview in which 
Sheriff Slade is quoted as follows: 

“I don’t anticipate any trouble,” said 
Sheriff Slade, of Pike county, "and I am 
aimost sure that our people will allow the 
prisoners a fair trial. The citizens of Pike 
county are a law-abiding people, and they 
will let the law take its course. An agree- 
ment to this effect was made between the 
citizens and the officers last Monday.’ 

“What would your people do if the court 
shoula fail to convict the Deiks”’’ 

“Well, you need not be afraid of any such 
thing as that. lf, however, ajury, by some 
means or other, should bring in a verdict of 
not guilty, then the Delks would have io 
look out for themselves. i am afraid to 
say what would happen.” 

After reading the same hé@ said that it 
Was impossible for Sheriff Slade to have 
made the statements, so far as they relate 
to any agreement between the officers of 
Pike county and the citizens of that coun- 
ty, for Sheriff Slade was, with tweive depu- 
ties selected by himself, present when he, 
before swearing in the deputies, stated to 
them that when the Delks’ should be 
brought to Pike county, they were brought 
there to be tried-fairly, and without any 
apprehension of violence from any men or 
set of men, and that every precaution 
should be taken to-see that they should be 
Protected against violence, whatever the 
verdict might be. 

“I further stated that in the event any 
Violence should be attempted against the 
prisoners because of the resuit of the trial, 
or before the. trial, it was the duty of 
the sheriff and his deputies to go to any 
extent, even to the extent ef firing into the 
mob and taking life, if necessary, to secure 
the safety of the prisoners. The court then 
Said: ‘I will now administer to you an oath 
Which is not to be found in the code, but 
Which I deem proper on this occasion,’ and 
after having each deputy lay his hand upon 
the Bible, gave the following oath: 

“*You do solemnly swear that you will 
do your utmost endeavors to protect the 
Prisoners committed to your charge, and 
that you will go to any extent that may be 
oa he to secure this end, so help you 

r a 

“That this oath was administered can in 
a day or «wo be verified by the affidavits of 
twelve good men of Pike county. After 
the prisoners weré brought to Zebulon and 
confined in the jail at this place I sent the 
sheriff to inquire of Taylor Delk and Tom 
Delk what witnesses they would require, 

and to assure them that they might com- 
bose their minds and rest upon the assur- 
ance that they should have a fair and im- 
Partial trial. Taylor Delk had been pre- 
Viously notified, two weeks before, by Sher- 
iff Slade by registered letter, to send the 
names of his witnesses, and upon the oc- 
casion on Monday night last of the sheriff’s 
€0ing to his cell and inquiring for the 
Names of his witnesses he gave the names 
of quite a number, but Tom Delk said to 
the sheriff that he was not ready and that 
he would not go to trial and refused to give 
the name of any witness. On the following 


morning, when court convened and the case | 


&fainst Tom and Taylor Delk was sounded, 
Taylor Delk moved for a continuation upon 
the ground that his witnesses had not ar- 
rived, and made the usual showing, upon 
a his case was continued until the next 
Tom Delk also moved for a continuance on 
the ground of the abséncé of certain wit- 
nesses, towit: Kimball, Nixon, Foster and 
Entrekin, by whom he stated that he ex- 
pected to prove that Tom Langford, who 
Was jointly indicted with him subsequent to 
the killing, confessed that he, Langford, 
had shot Gwynn and because of the ab- 
sence of one Lawson, by whom he exepct- 
ms to prove that previous to the killing of 
*Wynn Langford had threatened to shoot 
the deceased. I held that the tes- 
Umony of the last named was 
material and competent evidence,

“The state made the admission required 
in writing. I held further that the testl- 
mony expected of the other witnesses 45 
to the confessions of Langford would not 
be competent or admissible, and remarked 
that I thought that the point was ru:©: 
in the Tom Woolfolk case and asked for 
the volume of Georgia reports containing 
that case. to be handed me. After read- 


ing the same, and with the case still before | 


my eyes, I said: ‘The ‘case of the state 
against Tom Woolfolk must proceed.’ 

“This was done inadvertently,and the s0- 
licitor remarked: ‘You mean Tom Delk.’ 

“To which I replied: ‘Yes, I meant that, 
but I had the Woolfolk case before my 
eyes and inadvertently made the mistake.’ 
This was the only reference made to Wool- 
fork. Four attorneys of standing at fhe 
bar of from two to twenty-years defended 
the prisoner. They were given three hours 
for consultation before forced into the 
trial. At the conclusion of the evidence 
the court offered to adjourn until the 
next morning to allow counsel to arrange 
and prepare argument. The counsel pre- 
ferred to have the court charge the jury 
then, and the court accoruingly did so. 
It remains to be seen whether the charge 
is subject to exceptions. I hope to have the 
entire charge to appear later. 

“Before the verdict was reached in each 
case the court placed bailiffs in such posi- 
tion as to discover and arrest any individ- 
ual giving any indication of approval or 
disapproval of the verdict. 

“And now, to sum up: The testimony of 
the only witness for Tom Delk which was 
admissible was allowed as true by the 
state. If the court made a mistake as to 
the admissibility of the other evidence the 
supreme court can correct it. The court of- 
fered to adjourn until the next morning 
and allow that time for the preparation 
of the argument. If there is error in the 
charge another tribunal can correct that.” 
The judge cenies emphatically that arms 
were brought into the courtroom, except 
one winchester introduced as evidence. 
Rifles were carried by deputies between 
the jail and the courthouse. 

This was done in the excass of caution. 
“I was afterwards satisfied that it was ab- 
solutely unnecessary, as there was no in- 
tention on the part of the people to in- 
terfere with the due course of the law. 

“Now, as to the connection of Messrs. 
Haden and Denson with the case: They 
wired me a week since and asked me 
where I would be on Friday or Sunday, as 
they wished to ask-for a change of venue. 
They were notified that I would be in 
Jackson o@ Thursday and Wednesday. Af- 
ter I had ‘appointed counsel I had reason 
to believe that the attorneys had fully 
entered into the evidence of the case. 

“Tl desire to say that when any murder 
shall occur during the progress of the 
court it shall be my effort to bring the 
murderers to justice. It has been two 


| months since Sheriff Gwynn was killed.”’ 


Colonel Bloodworth Talks. 

O. H. B. Bloodworth, solicitor general 
of the Flint circuit, was also seen. He 
said: 

“Tt reached Zebulon early. Monday morn- 
ing, and when I saw Judge Beck he in- 
formed me he had sent several svecial 
deputies, to whom had been administered 
a special oath to protect the prisoner at 
all hazards, to Atlanta for the Delks. 

“The judge arranged thatt when the 
train came down in the afternoon it was 
to stop above the depot at a street crossing 
near the jail and some distance above the 
depot, and from this point the Delks were 
to be taken to the jail. This was not 
known to the public, and before the train 


arrived there was a crowd at the depot, . 


and to impress upon the crowd that the 
Delks would be brought to the depot, the 
judge went there himself and had several 
deputies there. 

“After the Delks were saftly lodged in 
jail the_judge placed at the jail a number 
of few deputies and went two or three 
times between dark and midnight to the 
jail to look after the welfare of the pris- 
oners and to urge the deputies to pro- 
tect them at all hazards, telling them 
that if there was any appearance of a mob 
gathering to notify him at once. 

“Mach time the prisoners were conveyed 
to the courthouse they were accompanied 
by a number of deputies, with winchesters, 
for the purpose of protecting the prisoners 
from any violence which might be offered. 
.The guns were not brought into the court- 
room, but were left in the hall outside, 
and no winchester was in the courtroom, 
so far as I saw, except the one brought 
down by Detective Looney as the one cap- 
tured with Taylor Delk. 

“The judge was very earnest in his en- 
deavor to prevent mob violence and to 
protect the prisoners if any violence was 
offered. The judge afterwards became con- 
vinced that his apprehension of violence 
to the prisoners was ill-founded, and so 
expressed himself. The people of Pike 
county are intelligent, honorable and law- 
abiding, and thel Delks have had the 
speedy and fair trial guaranteed them by 
the law.’’ 


TAYLOR DELK IN BARNESVILLE. 


Was Put on the Train There To Be 
Brought to Atlanta. 

Barnesville, Ga., May  28.—(Special.)— 
Sheriff J. C. Slade and posse passed through 
here this afternoon en route to Atlanta 
with old man Taylor Delk. They came in 
hacks from Zebulon, and boarded the 6 
o’clock train for Atlanta. 

Crowds gathered around him to get a 
look at the desperado until the train left. 
No signs of violence were seen, as the peo- 
ple are all satisfied with the result of the 
trial of both the old man and Tom, and 
the hanging of both is to be on June 19th. 

Old man Delk wanted to sell his rifle, 
with which he killed Sheriff Gwynn, and 
the same was announced to the crowd by 
Sheriff Slade, but the people decided that 
it should be buried with the old man in the 
same grave. 

No souner than the train pulled out with 
the posse and prisoner Mr. McWilliams, 
the captor of Tom Delk, came in from 
Zebulon with a number of friends. Mr. 
McWilliams is receiving the toasts of the 
day, and a regular ovation is being given 
him. Crowds of people—all friends of the 
lamented Gwynn—are around him to hear 
the story of the capture. He will get the 
full amount of reward offered by the 
Barnesville people, and their thanks and 
prayers for a long, happy and peaceful 
life. 2

WEEP IN PUBLIC 


Miss Mallory Charges This Against Agent 
Jack Johnson. 


HENCE SHE SUES THE L. AND N. 


Wants. $10,000 for Hurt Feelings, 
Claiming She Was Humiliated. 


DECLARATION IS AN INTERESTING DOCUMENT 


She Says That When She Presented a 
Letter of Identification She Was 
Called a Forger. 


Trial of the suit brought by Miss K. Ss. 
Mallory against the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad for $10,000 for wounded feel- 
ings was begun fn the United States court 
before Judge Newman yesterday. 

(Miss Mallory brought the suit through 
Attorneys Thomas & Smith and the rail- 
road is represented by Messrs. Van Epps, 
Ladson and Leftwich. 


Miss Mallory visited the expositien last 
fall, coming to Atlanta from New Or- 
leans. She came on an excursion ticket 
which had to be countersigned at the At- 
lanta office by the agent of the Louisville 
and Nashville before it was good to re- 
turn. The contract on the back of the 
ticket required the holder to sign it in the 
presence of the validating agent in her 
own ‘handwriting. . 

This she claims to have done, but al- 
leges that the agent was not satisfied and 
insisted on her being identified as the 
original purchaser of the ticket before 
he would validate the ticket. She claims 
that she knew but one person in Atlanta, 
Mr. J. A. Filcher, the manager of the 
California state exhibit. She met him 
while she was in California some time be- 
fore. She visited Mr. Filcher and asked 
him to go to the ticket office and identify 
lobyr. The declaration declares that ‘he 


j said that he could not, as he was ill, but 


wrote her a letter stating that he was ac- 
quainted with ther and that she was the 
person she represented herself to be. 

This letter the plaintiff claims she pre- 
sented to Agent Jack Johnson, who was 
the validating ticket’ agent here for all 
the railroads, and that he charged her 
with having forged the letter which she 
presented. For this humiliation before an 
office full of people and for alleged unkind 
treatment she demands damages to the 
extent of $10,000. 

The declaration states that Miss Mal- 
lory’s feelings ‘were wounded and that 
she was humiliated in a wilful and ma- 
licious manner. 

The petition is a lengthy document, set- 
ting forth in detail the trouble as viewed 
from Miss ‘Mallory’s point of view. The 
declaration is of an interesting character 
and is in part as follows: : 

“The conduct of said agent in his roug 
and uncivil conduct to your petitioner 
during both times your -petitioner tried 
to get her ticket validated and his. ac- 
cusation that she had forged the name of 
J. A. Filcher to said letter in order to 
get her ticket validated mortified and 
humiliated your petitioner and compelled 
her to weep in the presence of said agent 
and in the presence of all of the people 
who were in said office. 

‘Petitioner says that the charge of the 
defendant’s agent that she had forged J. 
A, Fiicher’s name to the letter of identifi- 
cation which she presented to him was 
false and said agent knew it was false and 
said agent made said charge with the 
intent to injure, humiliate and degrade 
your, petitioner, which was done in the 
presemce Of a large crowd of people 
Standing present, and which charge 
caused your petitioner to weep. 

“Petitioner says that since said charge 
of forgery was made by defendants’ agent 
and since her said ticket has expired, said 
agent has publicly boasted that he made 
said charge against your petitioner and 
that he considered your petitioner a fraud. 
That said defendant with the knowledge 
of the gross, wilful and malicious conduct 
of its agents towards your petitioner, 
still retains said agent in its employ all 
to the damage of your. petitioner in the 
sum of $10,000.’’ 

Mr. T. Cuyler Smith, one of the most 
prominent of the younger members of the 
Atlanta bar, will argue the case before 
Judge Newman today in behalf of his 
client, Miss (Mallory. In view of the 


“unique character of the case there will 


doubtless be a large attendance in court 
when the argument begins. 

The preliminaries of the case were fin- 
ished yesterday and the argument will be 
begun today on an attempt of the defen- 
cents counsel to throw the case out of 
court.

W. S. SIMMONS HAS SOME PER- 
TINENT QUESTIONS TO PUT.

A Warm Card Which Corrects Many 
Mistakes Made of the Sun- 
day Incident. 


Mr. Walter L. Simmons, of division 368, 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, asks 
the editor of *The Atlanta Journal how he 
figures a ratio of 20 in favor of the gold 
standard to 1 opposed to it, in a meeting 
which was attended by only nine engineers 
and three committteemen from the gold club, 

Mr. Simmons asks The Journal’s editor 
if he denies having said that he did not 
think the laboring men should ally their in- 
terests with those of the farmers. 

Mr. Simmons reiterates his statement that 
The Journal’s editor argued that the labor- 
ing men should’ divorce themselves from the 
farmers. 

Mr. Simmons wants to know what the re- 
ception of the committee had to do with the 
statements made by the spokesman for the 
committee, 

Mr. Simmons asks some pertinent ques- 
tions of the editor concerning his state- 
ments about the separation of the inter- 
ests of the werkingman and the farmers. 
He incidentally calls attention to the fact 
that. the editor shies around this point. 
Here is a statement from Mr. Simmons in 


his own language: 

‘‘In reply to the article in The Journal of 
today’s issue I desire to state a few facts 
that cannot be denied by any one present. 

“T stated in my former interview that Mr. 
Richardson was given a respectful and un- 
interrupted hearing and that the three pub- 
lished cards were entirely jnnecessary to 
establish the fact. 

“But do the authors of the cards attempt 
to deny anything else? They certainly do 
not. The writer of The Journal article at- 
tempts to build up his gold standard forces 
on this occasion, as they always have here- 
tofore, by raising out of all proportion, the 
number present.. He states emphatically 
twice that there were twenty-one engineers, 
and of that number twenty were for the sin- 
gle standard. 

“This is most positively false. I state 
here emphatically and ,defy proof of «on- 
tradiction, that there were only nine pres- 
ent and only twelve all told, including Mr. 
Richardson and his committee. 

“Of course the three of the committee 
were for the gold standard, contracted cur- 
rency, bond issues in time of peace, cor- 
ruption in office through pernicious activi- 
ty by federal office holders, starvation 
prices for farm products and anything else 
+ ahem ay to prosperity of the laboring 
classes.. 

‘(Does Mr. Henry Richardson or his three 
card writers deny that he stated that ‘he 
did not think and never had thought that 
we, as fixed salaried lobarers, should ally 
our interest with the farmers? that he had 
studied the matter for years from his stand- 
point and that he did not think we should 
do so? that our interests and the farmers’ 
were separate and distinct? that it was to 
our interest to get our products as cheap 
as possible, and on the other hand to hold 
our wages up as high as possible?’ 

“Does his introduction or cordial 
tion by the engineers have any bearing on 
the statements he mage during the dis- 
course. 

“Did twenty-one engineers have anything 
to do with his statement? They certainly 
did not. His gold standard statements are 
based on just about such facts as those that 
he made of the number of members of 368 
that were prsent. On such calculations as 
those they base what they call the 50-cent 
dollar problem. 

“I do not desire a personal newspaper 
controversy or to go into personalities 
at. all, but I do want to see facts. stated 
tréthfully. WALTER L: SIMMONS.”

ALONG THE RAILROAD 


Property Owners Will Not Build Wouses 
To Be Used for Immoral Purposes. 


WANT WALL STREET EXTENDED 


Mr. James D. Collins Would Then 
Build a Six-Story Business House. . 


OTHERS WOULD IMPROVE THEIR PROPERTY 


Council Will Be Asked To Extend 
Wall Street and Remove the 
Houses of Ill-Fame. 


The owners of the buildings on Collins 
street which were destroyed by the Sunday 
night fire will not improve their property 
unless the street can be redeemed. 

This ig the annour.cement that has been 
made by the owners of the property and this 
decision was reached yesterday morn- 
ing after the matter had been considered 
for several days. 

If Collins street can be redeemed and the 
tenants who have for years made the street 
notorious can be removed, elegant business 
structures may at an early day take the 
place of the houses which were destroyed 
in the big fire, and those which were spared 
the fury of the flames. 

The owners of this property are anxious 
that Wall street be extended across the 
Markham house property and on to But- 
ler street. If this extension is made Mr. 
Perry Chisholm will erect a four-story 
brick building on his lot, and on the corner 
of Collins street and the Georgia railroad 
Mr. James D. Collins will build a six- 
story granite building. These improve- 
ments will -be made just as soon as the 
street is extended. 

“IT will not build on my lot unless Col- 
lins street can be redeemed,” said Mr. Col- 
lins yesterday morning, “but the moment 
Wall street is extended I em ready to put 
up a magnificent granite building.” 

“That is just the conclusion I have 
reached, too,’’ said Mr. Chisholm. “I will 
allow my property to lie vacant before I 
will erect a building to be used for immoral 
purposes. I have a lot on Collins street 
which is just as near the center of the 
city as is the Kimball house, yet the place 
is not as valuable just on account of the 
reputation of the street. I have consulted 
with Mr. Collins, and neither of us will 
allow our property to be used as it has 
been in the past.”’ 


Want Wall Street Extended. 

“I want to see Wall street extended,” 
Mr. Chisholm continued, ‘‘and the moment 
the improvement is made by the city I am 
ready to build a handsome business house. 

“If Wall street could be carried on 
through to Butler street it would be the 
death blow to Collins street and its tenants, 
and you would see that part of the city be- 
come a wholesale center. 

“Property owners would build nandsome 
business houses from the Georgia rall- 
road front through to Decatur street, und 
all of this property would become the most 
valuable in the city. I would like to see 
the street carried on to the Southern 
freight depot. If this could be done, and 
now is the time to do it if the city has 
any idea of doing it. Wall street from the 
depot to its end would be lined with busi- 
ness houses and Decatur street would also 
be improved.” 

The owners of the Markham desire the 
street extended, as it would give them a 
long railroad front and would undoubtedly 
greatly enhance their property. 

‘The moment I am assured that Wall 
street is to be extended,”’ said Mr. Collins, 
“T. will begin to erect a six-story build- 
ing of granite. Other owners would im- 
prove their property, and in a short time 
the block would be built solidly from the 
Georgia railroad to Decatur street. 

‘“T am anxious to see the city take ac- 
tive steps toward extending the street, 
and I venture the assertion that the in- 
crease in taxes would soon pay for the 
money spent on the street.’’ 


May Petition Cauncil. 

The, property owners interested are de- 
termined if possible to redeem Collins 
street, and it is possible that council will 
be asked to take the matter of extending 
Wall street under consideration. 

‘Collins street has been a blot on the 
reputation of the city long enough,” said 
Mr. Chisholm, ‘‘and we who are interested 
have decided to do what we can toward 
redeeming the street. The property is cen- 
trally located and can be used admirably 
for business houses, and we are ready to 
begin work when we are assured that the 
way is open and the city will aid us in 
building up that locality with respectable 
houses.”’ ‘

The Classic City Wins the Next Annual 
Convention of Odd Fellows. 


NEW OFFICERS ARE INSTALLED 


Anton L. Kontz Is Now the Head of 
* the Order in Georgia—Delegates 
Leave for Their Homes. 


Athens gets the next annual convention 
of the grand lodge of Odd Fellows of: the 
State of Georgia.

Grand Kepresentative Goodwin conducted 
this work in a very efficient manner. 

The election of officers for the ensuing 
year was by the regular system of pro- 
moétons, and Mr. Anton L, Kontz was elect- 
ed (6 the position of grand masier, in place 
of Grand Master Manucy, of Savannah, 
whose term has expired.

Last Meeting of the Board of Education 
for -the Year.

REPORT ON NORMAL SYSTEM

New Methods To Be Adopted by the 
Board for the Next Term—What 
Is To Be Done. 


The board of education held an important 
meeting yesterday afternoon in the office 
of Superintendent Slaton. It was the reg- 
ular meeting and there were present Messrs. 
Mason, Hirsch, Pendleton, Hendrix, Thom- 
son, Bray, Glenn, Inman, Smith, Connoily 
and Calhoun. 

The regular monthly repert of the super- 
intendent was read, received and ordered 
filed. The repcrt showed that the total 
enrollment for the two high schools for the 
year was 570.. The total enrollment for tiie 
white grammar schools and night school 
for the year, 5,647; total enrollment for the 
colored schools for the year, 2,886; total 
enrollment for the year, 19,1038. The report 
showed that the conditicn of the schools 
at present is all that could be desired. The 
work in every school for the year has 
been conipleted and the schools close with 
less failures and more promotions than 
ever before in their history. 

Mr. Mascn. for the commrittee on finance, 
reported that the collections from non- 
resident pupils for the month amounted to 
$8.65: from the stata, $7,8¢1.500. The total 
expenditures for the month amounted to 
$21,962.49. The report was approved and 
ordered filed. 

An interesting report was read by the 
committee appointed to further investigate 
and report upon improved methods for se- 
lecting and grading teachers. The report 
favors the idea of establishing in this city 
a normal school for the training of teach- 
ers for the public schools and if the finan- 
cial condition cf the schcols is in the 
proper shape it is likely that the school will 
be established this year. : 

Superintendent Slaton has long favored 
and advocated the establishmert of such a 


school. The old method of selecting and 
_ grading teechers has proved to be im- 
practicable. For many years inexperienced 
and inefficient teachers have got in the 
schools and in these cases tre children 
ani the gchoo!s have suffered. The inef- 


ficient teacher would not properly under- 
stand the methods of teaching and when 
the pupils who were under her went to a 
higher grade they were hardly able to Keep 
up with the class. This threw more work 
on the competent teachers, 

In some of the primary grades teachers 
sometimes teach as many as sixty pupils. 
If the teacher is inexperienced or incom- 
petent her work is almost useless. 

Vifh the normal school all of this would 
be avoided. The teachers would be trained 
for the positions that they hre to hold. In 
case a teacher in one of the grades became 
sick or was called away, one of the at- 
tendants of the norma! school could be put 
in her place and in that way get practical 
experience. | 

The normal schoo] is an important feature 
of all the leading graded schools in most 
of the large cities in the United States 
and there is no reason that Atlanta should 
be behind, in such an important matter. 
Only one teacher will be required for the 
normal school and that would be all the 
expense of running it. The room and build- 
ing are already in the hands of the city 


and no rent will have to be paid. The 
school will be free to all aspirants to 
teachers’ places living in Atlanta. After 


the school has been in operetion for some 


ime and is in thorough working order 
teachers from other parts of the -state 
will be admitted and charged tuition. in 
this way the school will support itselt 


and be of benefit to the city and its pubiic 
echool system. 

The following is the report of the com- 
mittee: 

“To the Honorable Board of Education— 
Your committee to whom was referred 
the resolution to look into the question to 
ascertain what, if any, improved methods 
could be adopted in the selection and grad- 
ing of teachers, beg leave to make further 
report. 

“We recommend the establishment of a 
normal school in connecticn with our pub- 
lic schcol system to be taught by a teacher 
or teachers to be elected or assigned for 
that duty by the board of education in a 
like manner as other teachers are ciected 
or assigned to the special duties. Students 
to be admitted into the normal school must 
have passed one examination for teacher's 
place in our public schools and be elected 
by the board on the recommendation of 
the teachers’ committee. From the normal 
school supply teachers may be drawn and 
new teachers may be elected. For the de- 
tail organization we refer the matter to the 
committees on textbooks and course of 
Study and on teachers and examination: 
the normal school to be in operation at 
the September opening if the financial con- 
dition will admit; if not, then at the Jan- 
uary, 1897, opening. Respectfully submitted,

The report was accepted and action will 
be taken on it at once. The matter is one 
of considerable importance to the board 
and they expect to start the school at the 
September opening. If it is not started 
then it is almost certain that it will be 
opened in January. .

board and was referred to’ a committee. 
The committ ade its report yesterday 
through Acting*Chairman Pendleton. The 
report of the committee was approved and 
adopted. It was as follows: 

“The committee reports thatthe course 
of study at the Boys’ High school shall be 
divided into four departments, to-wit: Iing- 
lish, languages, mathematics and science;

The number of depart- 
ments is the same as the number of grades 
and, therefore, the same number of teach- 
ers will be employed. Instead of teaching 
one grade a teacher will teach one depart- 
ment and teach it in the several grades 
and will not be confined to one room and 
one set of boys during the entire term. 

The board will meet again on Saturday, 
June 6th, and it is expected that at this 
meeting they will make final arrangements 


‘for all changes that will take place at the 


beginning of the next school term.

ure backing the exposition, I believe that 
the speech was. called off. The governor's 
friends understood that it was in defer- 
ence to President Cleveland’s wishes. Math- 
ews is an up-to-date man, and would 
make a great leader for the silver dem- 
ocracy.”’ 

A New York man-.who was in the group 
threw in a suggestion, to which all as- 
sented. “If Dave Hill had only held to 
his silver views as expressed in his Elmira 
speech, and in private letters, one of which, 
I believe, was written to the editor of The 
Constitution, what a walk-over he would 
have for the nomination. I do not think 
any one could defeat him. -Hill could make 
the masses of New York democracy solid 
for silver if he had not gone over to the 
administration. He is not saying now what 
his position is, but he is classed and claim- 
ed as a goldbug. It is all nonsense for Mr. 
Josiah Patterson or any one else to declare 
that there are not 2,000 silver votes in the 
state of New York. I have a friend who 
was in congress a feéW years ago, and who 
now lives up the Hudson. He tells me 
that the country people are for a double 
Standard. He mixes with them, and knows 
what he is talking about. The politicians 
down in the city are opposed to silver. We 
all know that, but the city politicians do 
not study these questions. They pick up 
a little here and there about it, and think 
that whatever the bosses say is all right. 
And it is all right with the boys, whether 
they know it is or not. Why, I met a 
man up there in New York last week who 
Was -blustering around about what he was 
for, and what the New York democracy 
would do at Chicago. He was a goldbug 
of the most pronounced type. Afterwards 
he asked me on the quiet what the 16 to l 
business meant. That is the way with lots 
of them. Hill missed his opportunity when 
he began fighting silver, but he is so adroit 
that he does not fall into the trap of con- 
tradicting squarely his views expressed 
only two or three years ago. I saw: in 
some paper the other day some expressions 
from Mr. Cleveland, written back in his 
first term. Dan Manning, his first secre- 
tary of the treasury, was Mr. Cleveland’s 
financial preceptor in those days.

Atlanta is steadily increasing in popula- 


Since the publication of the new city di- 
rectory at least ten thousand people have 
moved to the city and have taken up their 
permanent abode in Atlanta. 


’ When the city directory for 1896 was is- 


sued the population, according to the cen- 
sus, taken by the city enumerators, was 
placed at 114,340. 

Adding ten thousand names to. this 
amount the population of Atlanta today is 
And steadily the city 
climbs up the scale of figures toward the 
0,000: mark. . 

“Atlanta has incréased ten thousand in 


population since the first of March,” said 


Tax Collector A. P. Stewart yesterlay, as 
he was footing up the figures on the regis- 
tration books. 

“Since the first of March I find fifteen 
bundred new names have been registered. 
Counting six to each family, we have & to- 
tal number of 9,000, and throwing 4n ons 
bundred and fifty men who have moved to 
Atianta, and who have failed to register, 
we have 10,000, which, no doubt, is a cor- 
rect estimate of the increase. 

“When the registration lists were first 
opened "I noticed with some surprise the 
yast number of names that had never be- 
fore been registered. As the time passed 
on these names increased in number, and 
toward the close of the registration I find 
many names are brought into the office 
which are entirely new to me. Now, I can’t 
tell how many came to Atlanta during the 
first three months of the year, but the fig- 
ures I have just given show the increase 
gince the first of March.’’ 

Books Soon To Close. 

The registration books will close next 
Monday evening, and the last opportunity 
to register for the June primary will have 
closed. 

From now until the close the registration 
will be done in a Tush, and the oflice of 
Tax Collector Stewart will be crowded at all 
times of the day. ® 

*T am a little afraid,” said Mr. Stewart 
yesterday, “that many are going to post- 
pone the matter until too late. The bocks 
will positively close on June‘ist, and after 
that time it will be too late to register. 

“There are many people who are of the 
opinion that if they have paid their taxes 
they are registered. This idea is not cor- 
rect, for they must take the oath of a voter, 
and the oath must be filled out and filed in 
my office. None but those who have paid 
their taxes and have signed the oath are 
qualified to vote.’’ 

The total number of voters who have 
qualified is not known yet, as the long lists 
have not been footed up, and will not be 
until the books are closed.

The order was issued at the instance of 
Principal Keeper Turner, who has been 
to the camp and made a personal investiga- 
tion of the charge of cruel whipping. 
The three convicts who were beaten on 
May &th are named Williams, Marshall 
and Peterson. These men will be brought 
to Atlanta at the expense of the state to 
bear witness in the case. 

The order is issued under a law passed 
by the legislature in 1881, in which it is 
provided that the whipping bosses must 
be appointed and dismissed by the gov- 
ernor and that the lessees shall be held 
responsible for their conduct.

the Southern Rallway Splits the Fith, 
_ ‘Making a New One, 


MR. BEAUPRIE GOES TO MACON 


Mr. James H. Barrett Comes Here To 
Be Division Superintendent and 
Look Atfer the Terminals. 


The Southern splits its. fifth division and 
transfers Superintendent Beauprie to 
Macon, placing him in charge of its new 
division, the eighth. 

Mr. James H. Barrett comes here to be 
superintendent of ths fifth. He is gen- 
eral superintendent . of the Buffalo; 
Rochester and Pittsburg, with his office 
at Rochester, The change will be made 
June ist. 

The present fifth division of the South- 
ern comprises the lines from Ooltewah 
Junction to\Atlanita, 138 miles; from Atlan- 
ta to Brunswick, 278 miles; from Austell to 
Birmingham, 140 miles; from Atlanta to 
Fort Valley, 10 miles, making 670 miles 
of main line with ninety-five miles of 
brench lines. These branch lines include 
the Rome and Decatur, the Hawkinsville 
branch, the Cleveland bramch, making in 
all main and branch lines 765 miles. 

This mileage has been under the super- 
vision of Mr. Beauprie since the reorgani- 


zation of the system. 

For a long time the business men of 
Macon have urged the Southern to make 
a division headquarters there. They ar- 
gued that the Central, the Georgia South- 
ern and Florida, the Macon and Northern 
and the Macon and Dublin had division 
headquarters there and that it would be 
to the advantage of both the city and the 
Southern for the company to put a super- 
intendent there. The citizens of Macon 
also requested that Superintendent Beau- 
prie be given to them if consistent with 
the interests of the road. They knew, 
him and were especially anxious to get 
htm. Mr. Beauprie has been living here 
for several years and has strong ties 
here, but he appreciated the compliment 
coming from the people of Macon and felt 
at the same time that he could pramoie 
the interests of the company by going, 
so he will go down June ist and assume 
charge of the eighth division. 

The new eighth will consist of the line 
between Atlanta and Brunswick and the 
Hawkinsville branch, giving it 289 miles. 
{The new fifth division will comprise the 
lines between Atlanta and Cleveland, 
Austell and Birmingham, Cohutta and 
Ooltewah Junction, Rome and Attalla, At- 
lanta and Fort Valley. 

The superintendent will have charge of 
all terminals inside of the yard limits at 
Atlanta. 

Mr. Barrett, who comes to Atlanta as 
superintendent, has been in the railroad 
service for thirty-five years. He started 
in when he was sevente2n years old. He 
has been with the Pittsburg, Iort Wayne 
and Chicago, the Pittsburg, Cinannati 
and St. Louis. the Cincinnati, Hamiltcn 
and Dayton, New York, Lake Erie and 
Western and row is with the Buffalo, 
Rochester and Pittsburg. He has acted 
as superintendent or general supefinten- 
dcnt_on ell the roads mentioned. He is 
considered a high class transportation 
man. Atlanta is the most important point 
on the Southern system and the company 
has selected a good man to fill the va- 
cancy. 

Favors the Improvement. 

Chairman William R. Morrison, of the 
interstate commerce commission, has 
written a letter to the house eommerce 
committee with reference to the pending 
Shermen bill which abolishes the im- 
prisonment -clause of the interstate com- 
merce law and substitutes a fine of $15,000 
therefor. ° 

Mr. Morrison directs the committee’s at- 
tention to a reference to this subject in 
the commission’s last annual report, in 
which it was contended that rate cutting, 
false billing and the like involve an in- 


vasion of common rights and a degree 
of moral turpitude for which the penalty 
of imprisomment is not excessive, and 
that immunity from imorisonment, in- 
stead of aiding the detection and convic- 
tion of delinquents, might result in mak- 
ihg them more bold and defiant. ‘‘While 
the commission,’ it continues, “‘must re- 
fuse to advise the abolition of imprison- 
ment, its members are not inclined to op- 
pose such legislation, should congress see 
fit to enact it, nor would they be adverse 
to testing the experiment of punishment 
by fine only.’’ 

Mr. Morrison’s letter concludes: ‘‘Noth- 
ing will more effectually prevent unlawful 
transportation practices than the possible 
imprisonment of those responsible for 
such practices. Such a remedy is ap- 
parently within our reach, and the law 
in most transportation centers is being 
better observed. To repeal or undo this 
remedy, in part, at least, as proposed by 
the bill, is to invite and make a breaking 
of the law easy and its enforcement more 
difficult. Such action on the part of con- 
gress would seem inexplicable.”’ 

Power from a Third Rail. 

Boston, May 28.—The new system of 
electric traction by means of power from 
a third rail has been tested by officials of 
the New Haven road at the Nantasket 
power station. It has been pretty definite- 
ly settled that the overhead system now in 
use on the ,Nantasket branch will be 
abandoned in favor of the third rail, and 
contracts have already been made for the 
equipment of part of the line. The trial] 
was thoroughly satisfactory. It was ef- 
fectually demons‘rated that great speed 
and efficiency could be obtained; fully as 
great, in fact, if not better than with the 
overhead system. Each rail is mounted 
on three blocks of wood, which keeps it 
from touching the ground. It is broad 
and flat and has a flange at each edge 
which reaches down over the bliocks of 
wood, giving a sort of inverted V shape 
to the whole, as seen end on. The ap- 
plication from the car is not made by a 
wheel, as in the »verhead system, but by 
a shoe which slides along the top of the 
rail.
